Candidates must get 50 
signatures in order to get on the 
ballot, Nomination papers should be 
returned by March 2.

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DPW officials land 
in town's hot seat

Officials of the State Department 
of Public Works were put on the hot 
seat Monday night as Wilmington 
selectmen pressed for specifics on 
several DPW_ projects. in town. 
Three of the more important issues 
brought up were the redesign of the 
Route 125/Andover Street inter- 
section, the replacement of the 
Route 62 bridge, and the relocation 
of West Street and improvements to 
the 129/1-93 intersection. 

Laurinda Bedingfield, Tom 
Broderick, and Bob McDonald all 
appeared before the board to give 
an update on several projects under 
their department's control. 
McDonald told the board the 
Andover Street project "should 
move quite rapidly" following a 
public hearing on the proposed 
traffic signals and roadway 
widening on January 30, The 25 
percent design hearing will be held 
at 7 p.m. in the Town Hall 
auditorium off Glen Road. After the 
hearing, residents and officials will 
have 10 days to submit comments 
before moving to the 75 percent 
design stage about eight weeks later, 
The plan will then go to the Federal 
Highway Division for additional 
comments. If there are wetlands 
issues involved the project could 
face delay, said Broderick, but he 
hoped to have construction 
underway by next fall. 

McDonald told the board the 
design for the Route 62 bridge and 
intersection improvements at the 
corner of Route 38/62 is "very 
compatible" with the latest plan 
drawn up by the Wilmington 
Redevelopment Authority. The 
DPW plan calls for the widening of 
500 to 800 feet of Route 38 (Main 


Street) and signalization of the 
intersection, plus a realignment of 
the intersecting roads. McDonald 
Promised former WRA member Jay 
Donovan the bridge and intersection 
is being done as a "single project." 

"We can't replace the bridge 
without getting to the intersection," 
explained McDonald. 

Broderick said a consultant has 
been selected for the project and the 
DPW was entering negotiations for 
a new contract. After obtaining the 
necessary funding approvals, he 
added, the DPW could proceed with 
the project within three or four 
months, 

The West Street project has been 
on hold since 1988, said Broderick, 
due to the discovery of several 
wetlands issues which would force 
the DPW to replicate any disturbed 
wetlands. He said his department has 
since been looking at different 
options from the original clover- 
leaf design by 1-93. 

Selectman Chester Bruce 
reminded the state officials his 
board voted against proceeding with 
proposed changes at the West Street/ 
Rt. 129 intersection, John Forrest, 

S a gas station in the area, 


just think this is a disgrace. It 
seems the state is shoving this down 
our throats to take care of one 
company in Woburn," he said. 
Forrest was referring to the 
proposed Inwood Office Park 
«development which will be built in 
Woburn. According to the present 
plan, all traffic will access the park 
onto West Street which, according 
to some officials, will bring 
anywhere from 3,000 to 6,000 
additional cars to Wilmington. 
Broderick denied that the 


improvements were suggested in 
order to handle traffic from 
Inwood. He claimed, from a traffic 
and safety standpoint, West Street 
should be widened and other 
mitigation measures put in place to 
handle present conditions. 

Broderick told Selectman Bob 
Cain the DPW will not be putting in 
Jersey barriers on Lowell Street but 
only median strips four to six inches 
high. Cain explained the town 
supports the Industriplex Inter- 
change or at least a break-in access 
on Commerce Way to divert traffic 
from coming down West Street 
Bedingfield assured Cain the DPW 
made a commitment to support the 
Industriplex Interchange, Brod- 
erick said that project could proceed 
in “a numbgr of years." 

Wilmington officials pointed out 
unless the Industriplex project 
moves faster it will not do 
Wilmington any good since the 
build out plan for Inwood has 
already been approved. Planning 
Board Chairman Dick “Longo 
pushéti for improvements to the 
West Street intersection as well as 
support for the Industriplex 
Interchange. Broderick said the 
break-in access from Inwood will 
be approved to help relieve the 
traffic situation. He suggested the 
planning board submit its request 
for improvements to West Street in 
writing. 

Bedingficld answered a concern 
expressed by Bob Doucette. She 
assured him that the board of 
selectmen's decision not to support 
improvements at the West Street 
intersection will not jeopardize 
other DPW projects in town, She 
Said each project is proceeding 
individually. 


Chabot resigns from 
conservation post...

Wilmington Conservation Admin- 


-istrator Eileen Chabot will be 


leaving January 22 and taking a new 
job with the New Hampshire Army 
National Guard. 

As of January 24 Chabot will 
assume her new duties as 
environmental specialist in the 
National Guard's Division of 
Engineering Services in Concord. 
Chabot said her new job will entail 
the management of environmental 
problems like hazardous waste and 
pollution on National Guard bases 
across New Hampshire. It will also 
require her to attend environmental 
meetings in Washington D.C. twice 
a month and attend conferences in 
other states. 

Chabot submitted her resignation 
to Town Manager Michael Caira on 
Monday, January 6 after learning 
she topped a field of 45 candidates 
for the position. Chabot said she was” 
encouraged by her husbarid to apply 
for the job but she delayed until a 
day before the deadline. She was 
interviewed during the Christmas 
holiday and four days later wis 
informed the position was hers. 

"I went in feeling confident about 
my abilities but after the interview I 
didn't give .it much thought,” 
langhed Chabot. 

Chabot has been Wilmington's 
Conservation Administrator since 
October 1989. In that time, she said, 
she's seen " a lot of change" as 
residents became more aware of the 
environment and learned what they 
could do to protect it. Chabot 
explained her biggest accomplish- 
ment was taking the lead in creating 
awareness in town both of the 
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environment and the importance of 
wetlands, Her one regret, she added, 
was the lack of a tight groundwater 
bylaw. . 

"I do regret that we weren't able 
to get a better groundwater bylaw 
passed," Chabot said adding that it 
could still occur in the near future if 
residents push for one, 

The administrator said she will 
most miss talking to those residents 
who “have expressed a real interest 
in the environment." 

"I've enjoyed working with them, 
I've had a lot of support and 
encouragement from the citizens. 
That's what kept me going for two 
years," Chabot said. 

The administration also singled 


out her committee for plaudits. 

"I'm grateful, too, to those 
commission members. who were 
loyal and felt they could support my 
goals and objectives," Chabot 
added. 

The town manager and 
Wilmington selectmen said Monday 
they accept. Chabot's resignation 
"with regret." Caira said Chabot 
had been a valuable employee and 
"an absolutely tireless worker" for 
the town and he would miss her. 
Selectmen Chairman Dan Ballou 
added she had been a "diligent" 
employee. 

"We wish her the very best," he 
said, speaking for his board.

Comprehensive permit 
okayed for duplex

Unlike past hearings for a 
comprehensive permit, Thomas 
Realty Trust was successful in 
obtaining a permit for a duplex on 
Silverhurst Avenue with not one 
voice raised in protest.

An applicant seeking a special 
Permit to alter an existing use on 
1.75 acres of land on Ainsworth 
Road decided to withdraw his

options'Piresday by the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals. 

James Senior, who represented 
Coleman McDonough of C.P. 
McDonough Construction Com- 
pany, told the board the property 
Owner wanted the permit so he 
could allow Shea Concrete to use the 
site for storage purposes. 

John Moreschi, a spokesman for 
Shea, told the overflow crowd his 
company had no plans to 
manufacture —_ pre-cast steps and 
other products on site. That 
operation would continue at Shea's 
Salem Street property, he said, 
while the new site would contain 
only a “satellite” operation. 

In_answer to’ questions raised 
previously, Senior said there would 
be no hazardous materials on site 
and traffic would be comparable to 
the current traffic coming from 
McDonough Construction. He 
explained Shea estimates that 
initially there would be only 10 
wheeler trucks making 20 trips per 
day on Ainsworth Road. Even- 
tually, however, 18 wheelers and 
other size trucks would be making 
up to 40 trips per day, he added. 

Neighbors raised their voices in 
protest to Senior's comments. 

"Those are small roads to have 18 
wheeler trucks come through on a 
daily basis," noted one resident. 
Others pointed out the road was too 
narrow to allow two 18 wheelers to 
pass at the same time and this would 
be a big impact to a residential area. 

"If you approve that application I 
think that would be 
unconscionable," said Andover 


Street homeowner Eric Judson. He 
explained, because the property. is 
located within one of the town's 
aquifers, he feared what would 
happen if a cement truck with a 
caustic substance overturned. 
Judson also challenged the traffic 
estimates, saying they were too low, 
and claimed it was unfair to approve 
a change in use that would certainly 
impact his neighborhood. 

In a-letter-to the board, 
Conservation Administrator Eileen 
Chabot pointed to the potential risk 
to the environment and nearby 
wetlands in case of a spill, Health 
Director Greg Erickson 
recommended withholding a permit 
until McDonough "completely" 
cleared the site of solid waste and 
other junk and corrects outstanding 
violations. The board of health is 
currently pursuing a court case 
against McDonough, over the 
alleged violation on site. The State 
Department of Environmental 
Protection is also holding 
McDonough responsible for oil 
spilled on the site. Senior noted if 
Shea Concrete takes over the 


property, McDonough would move 
out thus alleviating past problems, 

The board of appeals didn't see it 
that way. Chairman Bruce 
MacDonald said Senior had three 
options: to withdraw the 
application, to let his board deny the 
permit, or to request a continuance 
until all litigation with the town is 
cleared up, 

"This board is npt going to make a 
decision in favor until the issues are 
resolved," McDonald said. 

Senior chose to withdraw the 
application without prejudice, so he 
could apply again at a later date. 
The board accepted his decision. 


Selectmen sound off 
on new stop sign

A stop sign may not seem like a 
big deal to most people, but to 
Wilmington selectmen one particu- 
lar stop sign is causing all kinds of 
problems in town, 

Selectmen told three officials 
from the State Department of Public 
Works Monday they want the stop 
sign at the corner of Lowell Street 
and Main Street removed before it 
leads to more problems. The DPW 
put up the sign December 1 because 
it was felt there could be a "liability 
issue" involved, Previously, cars on 
Lowell Street would slow down 
then merge into the flow of traffic 
on Main Street, 

Town official blasted the DPW for 
moving sc quickly in installing the 
sign without first seeking input 
from the town, , 

"Why would the state try to fix 
something that isn't broken? This is 
probably one of the most 
remarkable intersections in the 
Commonwealth (because) it 
werks," said planning board 
member Carole Hamilton. 

Selectman Chester Bruce and 
Mark Haldane pointed out the sigh 
currently creates a bottleneck on 
Lowell Street during rush hour. 
They said it also leads drivers to 
detour down Cross Street to the 
residential area by Butters Row and 


Chestnut Street to avoid the delay. 
The men suggested the DPW 
consider installing a yield sign with 
a flashing yellow light, instead. 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
pointed out a police officer's car 
was rear ended at the intersection by 
someone not used to seeing a stop 
sign at that corner, Selectman 
Robert Cain pointed out people got 
so used to merging without a full 
stop that some drivers are through 
the intersection before realizing the 
sign is there. 

Laurinda Bedingfield of the DPW 
said her department will let the 90 
day review period expire before 
taking steps to remove the sign. She 
asked that local police enforce the 
sign and forward an accident report 
to her. In the meantime, said 
Bedin Id, the DPW will 
reconsider its action and come up 
with a "satisfactory arrangement" 
with the town, 

"It wasn't done arbitrarily. It's a 
liability issue," Bedingfield assured 
selectmen, 

Jay Donovan of the Metropolitan 
Area Planning Council said he was 
surprised the project "shot ahead" 
of other more important DPW 
projects in town, especially since it 
wasn't on the selectmen's prigrity 
list. He suggested the DPW "listé! 
the local priorities (in the future)." \ 


Precinct changes to 
affect 800 voters

Approximately 800 Wilmington 
citizens will be affected by local 
redistricting changes. According to 
Town Clerk Patty Ward, 79 
residents will move from Precinct 
One to Precinct Two, 513 residents 
will move from Precinct Three to 
Precinct Four, and 211 citizens will 
be transferred from Precinct Five 
to Precinct Six. The changes will go 
into effect for the 1993 election. 
Ward told selectmen Monday, by 
law, Wilmington has to comply with 
federal guidelines that allow a five 
percent leeway for the number of 
residents in each district. Ward said 
the changes are being made as a 
result of figures in the 1990 census. 
The redistricting plan, said Ward, 
will affect residents on the 
following Streets: Wiser Street, 
Taplin Avenue, Magazine Drive, 
and the Main Street seetion of Brand 
Avenue, all of whom will transfer 
to Precinct Two; Ranch Road, 
Chelsea, Naples, Kiernan, Parker, 


Paddock, Blackstone, Fulton Road, 
Seldch Avenue, Plymouth Avenue, 
Allen Park Drive, Dartmouth 
Avenue, Commonwealth Avenue, 
Molloy, Morton, Olive, Laurel 
Avenue, Muse Avenue, and the 
north side of Cross Street, all of 
whom will transfer to Precinct 
Four; and Earles Row, the south 
side of Salem Street between 1-93 
and the first set of railroad tracks, 
Middlesex Avenue from Route 62 to 
Salem, and Frederick Drive, all of 
whom will move to Precinct Six. 
Ward said the town was "very 
lucky" that so few changes had to be 
made. The map showing the 
Proposed changes will now be sent 
to the Redistricting Review 
Commission, which is in agreement 
with the changes, said Ward. 


Selectmen unanimously supported - 


the redistricting plan. Citizens 
having questions on the changes 
should contact Ward at the town 
hall.

The only comments both at the 
appeals board hearing and the board 
of selectmen's meeting the previous 
night came from Church Street 
homeowner John Sanborn.

Stewart reminded Sanborn that the 
money raised by the non-profit 
groups who participate in the 
festivities is generally funneled back 
into the town to benefit citizens in 
some way. He assured Sanborn the 
carnival would be in operation only 
six nights maximum. 

While selectman Mark Haldane 
sympathized with abutters who have 
to put up with the noise and crowds 
during the week long celebration, 
Stewart invited Sanborn and his 
neighbors to bring any "legitimate" 
issues to his committee in the future.

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Rep. Brenton's 
statement on sale 
of housing units 


Many residents of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority units have 
contacted my office during the past 
week concerned about the sale of 
public housing units. They have 
received information that the intent 
of the Governor's Regulatory 
Reform package was the 
privatization of public housing 
units. I would like to allay their 
fears and clarify this confusion. 

The Governyr and the Executive 
Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD) are 
committed, at a minimum, to 
maintain the current stock of public 
housing. Presently, there is a 
prohibition to sell any public 
housing: units for any reason. 
During the past few years local 
housing authorities have requested 
permission from EOCD to sell 
certain units that have become 
unsuitable for housing for famili¢s 
or individuals. Thése are typically 
one and two family housing, not 
part of a development, and 
purchased many years ago. They 
are so dilapidated that renovations 
would be more costly than sale and 
replacement. Other local housing 
authorities have found units 
purchased in condominium 
developments to have become too 
costly to operate because of condo 
assessments or fees. In the local 
housing authorities’ requests for 
permission to sell the units, they 
have also indicated proceeds from 
the sales would be used to purchase 
replacement units,

Regylatory Reform package is 
inf€nded to address the absolute 
prohibition on the sale of any 
housing units for any reason, Its 
goal is for a unit for unit transfer or 
replacement of any housing sold. 
This would result in no loss of 
public housing. Section six would 
create a mechanism to accomplish 
this. Present law does not require 
the local housing authority to 
develop unit by unit replacement 
housing; it requires that only 25 
percent of the units developed on a 
site be for low income persons or 
families. , 

Under the proposed legislation, 
EOCD, would allow local housing 
authorities, in very limited 
instances, to sell suitable housing 
units and would require authorities 
to réplace the sold units, Any sale 
would occur only after a request by 
the local authority, after:a-very 
thorough review process by EOCD, 
and under very strict guidelines. 
This should maximize public 
housing availability in the 
Commonwealth and allow EOCD 
and local housing authorities to 
manage their housing units in a 
more effective manner. 

It is most unfortunate that 


residents were needlessly alarmed! 
As stated,units would not be sold 
unless a sale was requested by the 
local housing authority, then only 
under strict circumstances and units 
would have to be replaced unit for 
unit with other public affordable 
housing.

Support needed 
for sleep research

If you've never heard of Narcolepsy, you're not alone. 
Narcolepsy is a sleep disorder which gencrally goes 
unrecognized. People with Narcolepsy have symptoms 
including excessive daily sleepiness, sleep halucinations, and 
other symptoms. One very serious part of Narcolepsy is Sleep 
Apnea in which the victim will stop breathing while asleep. If 
the victim is lucky, he will wake up, robbed of a sound sleep — 
but breathing again. Another symptom is Cataplexy, in which 
the victim loses. muscle tone and-collapses-on experiencing a 
sudden emotion. 

Conditions vary — some people with Narcolepsy can manage 
their lives, others cannot. The condition can be treated by a 
neurologist, who would prescribe medication. 

The condition affects thousands of people, many of whom do 
not know why they feel like they have a 48-hour sleep deficit. 
Carrying on a normal lifestyle is difficult. Sleeping in the 
workplace is not generally accepted. In most settings, people 
tend to raise an eyebrow at those who drop their eyelids. 

If you have-seen this éditor doze off in a meeting, then you 
have witnessed someone with Narcolepsy. 

Presently the U.S. Senate- Health and Human. Services 
Committee is working on legislation to re-authorize the 
National Health Institute. Among other functions, the NIH gives 
direction to medical research in the U.S. The legislation is to be 
completed this month. 

The National Commission on Sleep Disorders has formulated 
recommendations that would directly address the study. of 
Narcolepsy. Among the recommendations is a research center 
on sleep disorders, and a national education and public relations 
campaign. 

Presently, people with Narcolepsy are working on a 
campaign to lobby the Senate Health and Human Services 
Committee for action on sleep disorders. Specifically, they are 
asking the committee to include sleep disorders research in’ the 
re-authorjzation of the National Institute of Health:

Like putting together a jigsaw puzzle amidst a crowd of 
frenzied spectators, all with vested interests, the congressional 
redistricting committee on Beacon Hill has completed its 
dilemma, leaving Wilmington and Tewksbury in the Seventh 
District. 

Under the Democratic proposal, the Seventh expands to 
include Andover and Lawrence. However, under a conflicting 
Republican proposal Tewksbury and Wilmington join a new 
"Merrimack Valley District" with the old mill cities of Lowell 
and Lawrence as the Hub. 

The differences between the two proposals’ boil down to 
political careers. as much.as demographics. In a Democratic 
plan only two incumbents, Congressmen Atkins and Early, 
would be pitted against each other. Under the Republican map, 
it would be Markey vs. Mavroules, Atkins ys. Frank, Olver vs. 
Neal, and Kennedy, Moakley and Donnelly running for the 
same Boston seat in the U.S. House. 

The Democratic plan resembles a game of Twister. The 
majority on State Senator Boverini and Rep. Jim Brett's 
redistricting committee had to become geographic contor- 
tionists to avoid as many incumbent face-offs as possible. 
Probably the only reason for Congressman Atkins being scnt to 
battle Worcester Congressman Joe Early is that Atkins isn't 
liked in his own party. But’ at least he's not hated, Then, he 
would have been gerrymandered with a guy like Joc Kennedy. 

The Republican congressional plan is not-the by-product of 
smoke-filled room but of a $60,000 computer software plan 
managed by Boston Attorney Dan Winslow. The state G.O.P. 
went high-tech, deciphering 1990 U.S. Census data, factually 
justifying a new district and new district boundaries. The new- 
born Merrimack Valley District would be an open scat, sure to 
favor G.O.P, contenders like Lawrence Mayor Kevin Sullivan 
and Lowell Republican Mike Conway. Also, Tewksbury's state 
senator, Pat McGovern (D-Lawrence) would be a strong 
candidate for the progressive vote. 

Wilmington and Tewksbury benefit in a Merrimack Valley 
District. This is where local congressmen have paid attention 
to the problems of the smaller, bedroom communities of the 
Greater Lowell area. Tewksbury and Wilmington have 
Greater Lowell needs and relationships. In the case of 
Tewksbury, they share infrastructure such as water and sewer 
with the Mill City. In the case of Wilmington, many of our 
citizens work at the high tech companies located in and around 
the City of Lowell, such as Wang and Raytheon. Further, the 
University of Lowell has become the education institution of 
choice for local students, 

State Senator Nancy Achin Sullivan (R - Lowell), a 
Tewksbury native, is quarterbacking efforts to establish the 
Valley District, even if it requires a court battle. Wilmington 
and Tewksbury officials have a key. interest in this fight, and 
should close ranks behind Sullivan.

Mall, The sprawling store may 
cause many to revise their idea of 
the older thrift shops. For this one 
could pass for a regular retail store 
with well adorned’ mannequins in 
the front windows; an exclusive 
boutique area with dressy gowns 
and some imported dresses and 
evening wraps; racks of blouses, 
sweaters, blazers, pants, skirts, 
sweats, coats, and children's 
outfits'; wide aisles and a feeling of 
spaciousness; and rows of furniture 
that obviously has stood the test of 
time, On-one particular day you 
could find a three dollar Venezia 
sweater, a $10 Evan Picone suit, a 
nine dollar Louisberg Square skirt 
made of 100 percent wool with the 
tag still on it, and several Bugle Boy 
shirts, All womens’ sweaters were, 
and still are, half price so that 
bargains can be had for as little as 
one dollar. All ties are also one 
dollar as are much of the jewelry 
and pocketbooks on display. As a 
rule of thumb, most prices range 
from 79 cents to six dollars. The 
gowns and fancy dresses are higher. 

Donations come into the store on a 
steady basis. On a second visit to the 
store, for instance, someone had just 
dropped off six Royal Worchester 
egg coddlers still in their original 
boxes, a set of fine wine glasses, two 
hand made music boxes, and an 
exercise bike, Also for sale are 
comforters, curtains, shoes, tape 
cassettes, toys, books, and small 
appliances, 

Cynthia Korman is the store's 
manager. She supervises a staff of 
five local employees who work 
different shifts Monday through 
Friday from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m, and 
Saturday from 9 d.m. to 6 p.m. Tho 
store is closed on Sundays. This 
store, and 11 others ~im™,New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts, are 
under the supervision of Robert 
Amari, and his assistant Gail 
Dempsey. 

"Business has been very good. 
People have commented on the 
Store's cleanliness and said they're 
happy to have it near. It's really 
catching on," Korman told the 
Town Crier. 

Amari explained this is one of the 
first stores located in a middle class 
neighborhood. Before the 
December 18 opening, the nearest 
Salvation Army Store was in 
Lowell. 

Amari said the store serves a two 
fold purpose. While the reasonable 
prices help ease the financial burden 
for local families, the store's profits 
are funneled into a work therapy 
program in Saugus which helps 
rehabilitate clients with drug and 
alcohol problems, Profits from the 
other stores.go to help the elderly, 
the needy, ‘prisoners, unwed

clothes in the 


Wilmington store come from a 


central warehouse in Saugus 
Clients in the work thera 
program do’ the actual sorting of 
clothes in preparation for théir 
return to the workforce. Clothes are 
delivered to the store in hampers 
four days a week, then color coded 
and put on the racks by Korman and 
her staff. Items bear either yellow, 
green, blue or ‘white tags. Each 
week a different color is on sale, 
usually at half price. Clothes remain 
on the ri only a month, Anything 
that doesn't sell in that time is sent 
back to Saugus then shipped 
overseas. Customers are asked to 
pay by cash only. No returns are 
allowed though Amari adds a 
customer sometimes can return an 
item for credit at the manager's 
discretion. 

Amari encourages local residents 
who are cleaning out their attics to 
donate. outgrown or unwanted 
clothes or other items to the 
Salvation Army. There are four red 
bins behind the local store which are 
available 24 hours a day just for that 
purpose. Right now, he said, 
donations are coming in "very 
heavy." Since there has been 
evidence of stealing from the bins 
Amari added he may be forced to 
place a guard in the back or limit the 
hours of availability. 

Some goods are donated by retail 
stores. Korman says she leaves the 
original price tags“on those items. 
Many times people will clean out a 
house and not realize an item's 
worth, explained the manager. For 
instance, a picture of a young Abe 
Lincoln was recently donated and 
taken to Southbey’s for an appraisal.

‘Junior Achievement: teaching 
concepts of quality, competition 


One of the most important goals 
of the Malcolm Baldrige National 
Quality Award is to encourage 
competing companies to assume a 
role of leadership. Leadership in 
quality involves.more than pro- 
ducing competitive goods and 
services. It includes educating the 
consumer to demand the highest 
standards of excellence of anything 
made in the USA. 

For Altron's Director of Human 
Resources, Dennis Sokol, leader- 
ship means spreading the Baldrige 
Award's message to the commu- 
nity. Sokol achieved his goal by 
creating a unique project in quality 
awareness. Altron is a Wilmington 
firm which- produces high-tech 
printed circuit boards and inter- 
connect products. 

For the last three years, Sokol has 
served as a business consultant for 
Wilmington High School Junior 
Achievement Program. This pro- 
gram, an economics course for 
juniors and seniors, invites local 
business: people to volunteer one 
day each week in the classroom. 
During the fifteen weeks of the 
course students study economics by 
forming and operating a company. 

In a speech on October 9 to the 
Wilmington Rotary Club, Sokol 
described his experiment in 


< quality. First he detailed the 


approach that had been standard 
for his class: "We would form a 
student corporation, sell shares of 
stock, manufacture a product, scll 
it, liquidate the corporation, return 
a capital gain to the stockholders, 
and spend the rest of the profits.” 
Last year's profits, Sokol said with 
a smile, went toward a party in his 
honor. "We also planted the cherry 
tree in front of the high school in 
honor of Earth Day. This was 
typical Junior Achievement stuff. 
Very traditional." 

Although this was successful, 
Sokol, through the influence of the 
Baldrige Award, began rethinking 
his approach. He decided the time 
had come to offer the students a 
new perspective and a new 
challenge. 

"In the past decade or two, the 
quality of many goods and services 
produced by Americans has not 
kept pace with the quality of goods 
and services produced by countries 
such as Germany and Japan," he

explained. "What I wanted to do 
with these students was to heighten 
their awareness of the need for 
quality and to expect quality from 
the people they are doing business 
with every day." 

Sokol called Christine: Lubeski, 
Program Manager with Junior 
Achievement, and asked her if she 
would be willing "to take a chance 
and break with tradition, and in the 
process help prepare the students 
for business in today's world." 

With Christine's approval, Sokol 
proceeded to implement his plan. 
"Our first task was to have the 
students view themselves. as 
consumers," Sokol said. “Think 
about what these kids buy: pizza, 
Chinese food, cosmetics, gasoline, 
audio disks, videotape, clothes 
jewelry, and other ‘neat stuff.’ 
Have they had to evaluate the 
quality that they were getting?” 

He emphasized that the process of 
evaluation is important. "Just as we 
do in business, they had to define 
the criteria and then measure the 
quality of the goods and services. 
This is what we learn in the 
process of competing for the 
Malcolm Baldrige Award. 

"For example, what makes for 
good customer service in the 
take-out pizza industry? Dominos 
decided that ‘speed of delivery’ was 
important. This is a measurable 
standard and they can track their 
improvement in service quality." 

The class performed exercises in 
analyzing quality with local stores, 
restaurants, various products, and 
the services offered by the school. 
"The name of the game here," 
Sokol stressed, "was to think about 
quality. What level of quality 
should we expect?" 

His goal’ for his students was to 
prepare them for the business 
world with an attitude of quality. 
He wanted the class to take on a 
project that would leave a legacy of 
quality for the next generation of 
students. 

"We settled on the cafeteria as a 
place where we could make a qua- 
lity impact,” he said. "Surprisingly, 
there were very few complaints 
about the quality of the goods and 
services in the cafeteria. The 
students settled on "quality of the 
environment" as the project.

Homestead act 

The Homestead Act exemption has 
been increased to $200,000. 
protection. against attachment, 
seizure of creditors claims. The age 
that a person can get a Homestead 
exemption has been dropped from 
65 to 62. What this exemption 
means is that a creditor cannot force 
the sale of the house to enforce a ° 
court judgment, 

The Homestead exemption will not 
protect against debts arising Out of 
federal, state or local taxes, 
assessments, liens or debts arising 
from first or second mortgages. It 
also will not prevent the sale of the 
property if a Medical recipient 
enters a nursing home, To get a 
Homestead Act exemption you will 
have to go to the Registry of Deeds 
in Lowell, 

After you have completed it you 
will have to sign it and have it 
notarized and take it back to the 
registry with $10. For more 
information call the Senior Citizen 
Law Project 1-617-1000 ext.

We have plenty of fun on the ice 
all winter, Snowmobiling, fishing, 
skating, goofin' off -- but there is a 
down side as well. 

Ice, like all water, has no mercy. 
Human stupidity, combined with an 
oddball commodity like pond ice, is 
a recipe for a disaster, Eventually, 
you may see a tragedy on the ice, or 
you may be the main attraction. 

Fire and police departments are 
constantly being called to pull some 
wretch out of the ice, hopefully not 
you, Tewksbury's new ladder truck 
is able to reach some 110 feet to the 
sides, and pulling people out of the 
ice is one of the expected uses for 
that vehicle. Yes it is. 

Absolutely the biggest hazard on 
the ice is falling through, although 
smacking your pumpkin on the ice 
after your feet go flying is another. 

If the ice can't support the weight 
placed upon it, the weight gets wet, 
period. From.a small stone to a big 
pickup truck, the ice can only hold 
so much weight, based on thickness. 
A minimum two inches of "black" 
ice will support an average human 
on foot, but that isn't exactly a safe 
thickness, Ten inches or more is 
better and three feet is marvelous. 

Right now, we've got about four 
to six inches on area ponds. Not a 
banner year; but we have to suffer 
along with what God gives us. That 
thickness allows for people on foot, 
but not for vehicles, 
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Beware, for ice has no mercy 


No matter how thick the average 
ice may be, there are always thin 
spots, due to hidden springs that 
bubble up. A spring means moving 
water, and moving water requires 
twice the ice thickness as still water, 
for safety. If you can live with two 
inches on a still pond, you need at 
least four on a river, When there's 
only four inches on the pond ... it 
can be scary. 

Also, ice cracks constantly, When 
a truck drives across the ice, you'll 
be able to hear cracking, in a wide 
circle around the vehicle. While the 
ice is still structurally sound for the 
most part, there is a problem, The 
place where cars and trucks enter 
the pond is cracked repeatedly, and 
eventually the ice will be shattered 
into sections too small to support 
enough weight. I've seen trucks on 
the ice all day long, but I've only 
seen them fall through near the boat 
ramps, where everybody drives on 
to the pond. 


A vehicle, or a person, can fall 
through the ice in two ways: All or 
Part. 4 

If you go all the way through, and 
slip beneath the surface of the ice, it 
may take rescuers until spring for 
your body to be found. You'simply 
CANNOT see the hole from under- 
neath. 

How do I know? I once belonged 
to the Lowell Underwater Explor- 
ers’ Club, and one January I took 
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opart in their ice-diving exercise. 
I've seen the ice from beneath, and 
trust me when I say the hole is 
absolutely invisible, unless you're 
looking, straight, directly up into it. 
Two {cet to the side -- it's gone, 

As for vehicles, some old-timers 
keep their truck doors open while 
they drive‘across the pond. At least 
the doors may slow the fall enough 
for the humans to escape. 

If you fall through river ice, your 
chances of being rescued are almost 
nil, if you fall completely through. 
The current pulls you along under 
the ice, and if you don't find a hole 
before your breath runs out ... 

Much more common, thankfully, 
is a partial Fall-Through. Humans 
intinctively flail their arms around 
when falling, which usually means 
your arms will catch the edges of 
the ice. Rescue here is possible. 

One time, ice fishing a little early 
in the season, I heard my buddy yell 
for help. When I turned around he 
was armpit-deep, with just his head, 

» Shoulders and arms above the ice. 

Luckily, he was able to haul himself 
out without assistance, but it was 
time to think fast. There were a few 
things I needed, but didn't have. 

I've since thought things through. 

#1 TH ! -- Don't go rushing 
out to lend assistance without first 
thinking things through. Spend a 
second and assess the situation, such 
as how to approach from shore, and 
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then take action. But don't wait all 
day. The water is COLD, and hypo- 
thermia sets in after a few minutes 
in the mid-winter drink. 

#2 HELP! -- If you've got enough 
people, use them, Leave somebody 
on shore, to watch and report, send 
one to call the fire department, and 
then begin rescue. If you're alone, 
and you fall in during the rescue, 
you've now got TWO big problems 
instead of one. 

#3 SPREAD OUT == Ice fails due 
to excessive weight. So lay down, 
and spread your weight over a big- 
ger area. Don't just stroll up and 
offer him a hand, because the ice is 
obviously too thin already. Lay 
down on your belly and slide along, 
which lessens your chances of also 
breaking through. 


#4 ROPE -- or something long. A 
rope is ideal, but a ladder or branch 
will do, All he needs is something 
to grab and haul himself out. Ice is 
awfully slippery, and he probably 
has trouble getting a good grip. If 
he's too far, slide out to help, but it 
wouldn't hurt.to have.a rope tied to 
your waist, just in case, 

#5 Follow-up -- He's soaked and 


~ in danger of hypotheritiia, so waste 


no time in getting him indoors and 
dried off. Seconds count: If some- 
body called the fire department, be 
sure to leave someone behind to tell 
them the trouble is past. 

Last season, I met an ice angler of 
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above-average cleverness. He had 
an odd-looking device in his breast 
pocket, which looked like a broom- 
stick wrapped in cord. So I asked. 
His device was an ice gripper, for 
fall-throughs. The tool was actually 
two pieces of wood, which pulled 
apart to reveal two nails, Should he 
fall in, he'd pull the item apart and 
thus have an ice pick in each hand, 
used to drag himself out. Clever! 
Better still, be careful, and watch 
for thin ice. 
If there's an ice fisherman on the 
him if the ice is safe. He 
knows, 
Don't mess around with thin ice. 
It will kill you, without mercy.

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- Real beer is made athome_ . 


by Bill Conlon 

Just over a year ago, this scribe 
penned a story about homebrewing 
beer. The article was a brief piece 
about Bill Liston, who gave a talk 
on homebrewing at Aubut's Liquor 
on Main Street, Tewksbury. 

I was merely interested then. I'm 
hooked now. Brewing beer is fun, 
easy, cheap and interesting. 

This past weekend I put Batch V_ 
of my homebrew into bottles, Five 
batches in one year is a mite slow, 
since the feds allow you to brew up 
to 200 gallons of beer per year, tax 
free. Five batches at five gallons 
cach is only 25 gallons of beer, and 
that's not enough for a good party, 
let alone a full year. But it's a start. 

The biggest discovery I've made 
is that Americans know nothing at 
all about beer -- real beer. They've 
never heard of the stuff. 

Bud, Coors, Miller, Michelob and 
even Rolling Rock are virtually the 
same stuff, under thé cap. Meister- 
brau, Milwaukee's Best, Stroh's or 
Black Label, take your pick. All the 
same. Even imported beers such as 
Molson’s, Heineken, St. Pauli Girl 
and Moosehead taste like American 
beers with a bit more hops bittering 
and nothing else. Only Sam Adams 
is a departure from the norm, with 
a malty taste missing in other beer. 

When you brew your own, beer is 
a much more interesting topic. It's 
full of variety, and experimentation 
and new, stronger flavors. 

The New Complete Joy of Home- 
brewing, by Charlie Papazian, has a 
list of beer styles. American Stan- 
dard is one. There are many others 
available, on the shelves and for the 
adventurous homebrewer to make. 

There are bitters, porters, brown 
ales, pale ales, pilsners, lagers and 
stouts. Wheat beer, "barley. wine" 
and beer flavored with spruce, gin- 
ger and even garlic. (No thanks.) 

If all you drink is American beer, 
you haven't tasted beer at all. 

For equipment, a homebrewing 
kit is available at Aubut's. Save the 
hassle and just buy one, to enter the 
world of homebrewing. You'll buy 
additional equipment as time goes 
by, such as a thermometer and big 
pots and strainers, but the kit has 
enough to get you started. 

For ingredients, Aubut's carries 
shelves full of malt extracts, grains, 
hops, and other nifty items. There 
are other sources, including grain 
stores and fields, for ingredients. 

Better yet, buy the New Complete 
Joy of Homebrewing book, around 


$10. It's a fun book to read, with a 
section for beginners, one for the 
intermediate homebrewer and one 
for the advanced brzwmeisters. My 
five batches, I suppose, puts me into 
the intermediate class. Papazian's 
book stresses the motto of home- 
brewing: "Relax, Don't Worry, 
Have a Homebrew." How true! 

If you use normal ingredients arid 
take show the least amount of care 
to keep equipment clean, you can't 
make a dangerous brew. You may 
not like what comes out, and it may 
end up watering your plants, but it 
won't be dangerous. Relax. 

And this isn't the foul brew from 
the Prohibition days, either, With a 
dozen strains of hops and two dozen 
breeds of special beer yeast on the 
markct, this beer is quality stuff. 

Brewing, as mentioned above, is a 
simpleprocess that takes two hours ~ 
per batth, on average. 

One hour is spent stinking up the 
house, boiling the malt extract and 
adding hops. The house will smell 
like a fire in a molasses plant, but it 
fades. Once the "wort" (unfermen- 
ted becr) is cooked, and has cooled 
to lukewarm, pitch in yeast and seal 
the bucket. Then clean up and go 
watch TV. You're done. 

After a week or so, the ferment is 
done, About a half-cup of sugar is 
stirred in, and the brew is put into 
bottles. (That last bit of sugar gives 
the beer its fizz and its head.) No 
screw-tops, ‘but regular "capped" 
bottles are fine, and the resealable 
"Grolsch" bottles are just terrific. 
It takes about an hour to sterilize 
the bottles and fill them with beer. 

Then put the bottles in the cellar 
and go back to watching TV. That's 
it. The batch is done. No distilling, 
no hourly testing, but you can get as 
complicated as you'd like, 

In two weeks or so, the beer will 
settle out all of its cloudy yeast and 
protcins, andit’s ready to sip. All 
"real" beers have a thin layer of 
yeast at the bottom of the bottle, so 
pour the beer out carefully, There's 
nothing bad about the yeast, but the 
beer may look cloudy if you aren't 
careful. Or use a wooden mug. 

As you sip the finished product, 
your mind can't help but drift to the 
subject of the next batch. Hmm. Do 
I add a pound of honey for extra 
body, or maybe use two cans of the 
malt extract? Is the hops flavor just 
right, or should I add more at the) 
end of the boil, for aroma, and less 
during the boil, for bitterness? The 
addition of roasted barley would

Facts and fiction 
about your diet 


If your New Year resolutions 
include dieting to lose the weight 
you gained over the holidays, 
Registered Dietitian, Julie Daly of 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington, a division of 
Winchester Hospital, offers the 
low-down on slimming down in the 
most healthy and effective ways 
possible, 

"The amount of misinformation 
about dieting and nutrition is 
astounding," says Daly. She sets the 
record straight on some common 
myths about losing weight: 

Myth #1: Grapefruit burns fat. 
This is just plain wrong," says Daly, 
"There is nothing magical about 
grapefruit and its effect on fat cells. 
Grapefruit is, however, a good 
source of vitamin C, so it's certainly 
worth including in your diet,” she 
adds. 

Myth #2: Food combining 
(cating specific foods in the right 
combination) helps you lose weight. 
"Thee is no scientific evidence that 
eating certain foods together helps 
or hinders a weight loss plan," says 
Daly. Some fad dicts claim, for 
example, that starches shouldn't be 
eaten in the same meal as protein, 

"The ‘combining’ you should do to 
attain good health is to maintain a 
balance of nutrients in your dict," 
she continues. "A sensible dict 
should consist of 20 percent protein, 
30 percent fat and 50 percent 
carbohydrates, and a moderate 
number of calories. 

"The wider your selection of 
foods, the better your overall 
nutrition," she adds. 

Myth #3; Your stomach 
shrinks if you eat less: Your 
stomach cannot shrink, no matter 
how little food you cat. When you 


consume large amounts of food, it 
will expand, but once it's empty it 
returns to its usual size, 

"When food intake is limited for 
several days, people often find that 
their appetites have decreased,” 
Daly explains, "But it has nothing to 
do with the size of their stomachs, |" 

“A more important consideration 
is to stop eating when you feel 
satisfied, rather than when you feel 
full or stuffed," she says, "This is 
much more conductive to weight 
loss." 

Myth #4: Skipping meals, 
especially breakfast, is the 
quickest way to lose weight. 
Studies have shown that people who 
skip meals have lower metabolic 
rates (the rate at which their bodies 
burn calories). 

“When you eat a meal,” explains 
Daly, "The rate at which calories 
are burned increases due to the 
energy needed for digestion. 
Therefore,” a person who eats 
breakfast burns mote calories, at 
that time, as well as throughout the 
day, than a person who skips this 
important meal. 


Similarly, when people go on a 
very low calorie diet - fewer than 
800 calories a day - their bodies will 
slow down the rate at which they 
burn calories, she says, The body 
interprets this kind of diet as 
starvation. i 

“The best advice I can give anyone 
who wants to lose weight is' to 
moderately reduce their calories 
and increase their physical activity," 
Daly continues, "An increase in 
exercise will step up the metabolic 
rate and help them lose weight more 
gradually, steadily and 
permanently."

The Chief, who heads the Clowns 
Fire Department. 

_ , Son, Jon of Salem, the present 
president of Alley 54, got into 
clowning when he was 14 years- 
old and has been doing it for 19 
years. 

Nancy works with mentally 
handicapped people and finds that 
she uses her clown talents quite a 
bit in her work. 

Montgomery has been a clown 
for about four years, after taking a 
juggling class. 

He «:xplained that his in-laws 
asked him to do a party at the 
Veteran’s Of Foreign Wars 
Montgomery said that he felt he 
did not have enough material to 
entertain the children so he started 
teading books on clowns, 


That led him to Cheeso, a 
clown from Danver's, who 
appears in real life under the name 
of Eric Perrson. 

Montgomery was able to get 
some good advice from Cheeso 
and the party was a success, The 
advice also led Montgomery to 
become a member of the Alley. 

Another local is Reading resi- 
dent, Marguerite Horvath, who is 
a newcomer to clowning. She has 
been a member of the allcy for 
one-year. 

Horvath will be displaying her 
clown character on Saturday at 
the Jiffy-Lube on Main Street, 
Reading. The performance will be 
part of a fund-raiser to help 
reopen the Stone Zoo. 

All of the above clowns, along 
with Mopsy, Rowley resident 
Suzanne Julien-Carpentier, who 
has been clowning for four years, 
are good examples of the variety 
of memberships in the Alley, 

: Sorell said, “The Club is an 
initeresting cross section of experi- 


enced older members, intermedi- 
ates and complete neophytes.” 

The Club was first formed in 
December, 1974 and holds a 
Birthday every December. 

As Julien-Carpenticr explains, 
“Finding the clown in you, and 
developing the face, name and 
make-up is quite a process.” 


She and Sorell note that the 
Club, through their informal 
Clown College can help in the 
process, 

The College is held as a part of 
the monthly meetings and differ- 
ent aspects are taught at each ses- 
sion. The classes range from 


clowning for birthday parties to 


entertaining senior citizens. 

They also include teaching the 
tools of clowning such as balloon 
animals, juggling, stilts and even 
clown ministry, 

The last is an aspect of clown- 
ing that interests Julien- 
Carpenticr. 

She explained that in clown 
ministry scripture is acted out in 
skits and uses clown mimes. 

Julien-Carpentier was a mem- 
ber of a Clown Ministry group 
from Beverly which has just dis- 
banded. 


She is now seeking people that 
are interested in forming another 
group and asks those people to 
call her at 1-508-948-2356. 

At present she is working with 
several children in forming a 
group but feels that they are about 
one-year away from being able to 
perform effectively. 

“They need to-have the Word, 
before being able to minister it,” 
Julien-Carpentier said. 

Sorell uses his mime character 
as a teaching tool and is presently 
teaching his magic and mime 
skills for the next six weeks to the 
students at Reading's Killam 
School as part of as special pro- 
gram 

Sorell notes that clowning ‘as 
we know it today is based on the 
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character developed in England 
by Joseph Grimaldi, over 200 
years ago, 

He said that their are four basic 
types of clowns. They are: 

-White Face, which is the boss 
clown and does everything in an 
exaggerated humorous fashion; 

Auguste, who wears colorful 
costumes but nothing matches or 
fits. The character is usually that 
of the village idiot or wit that does 
things in the wrong way to 
achieve the right result; 


-Tramp or Hobo Clowns are 
basically the same style and are 
based on the 1930's “railriders”; 

-The Character clown is the 
fourth style. This is usually open 
to interpretation and no special 
make-up is needed. The Marx 
Brothers, Red Skelton (as him- 
self) and Charlie Chaplin are 
éxamples of character clowns. 

Sorell, who has taken his 
clown characters, by invitation, to 
the White House as part of the 
annual Easter Egg Hunt, added 
that many clowns have developed 
more than one character. 

Sorell and his wife Patty, Julien 
Carpentier and her children, and 
the Hubbards are just some exam- 
ples of how clowning can be a 
family affair. 

Sorell notes that he and his 
wife have just bought a hat and 
are developing a costume for their 
four-week old toy poodle to clown 
with them,

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New program helps overweight 


An innovative program to help 
children who overeat is being 
offered in Winchester beginning 
this month. WINNERS! is the 
name of a new after-school group 
directed by Judith F. Goldberg, 
Ph.D., a local clinical psycholo- 
gist who has led weight-loss 
groups for adults for four years. 

"I've been successful in work- 
ing with adult overeaters for a 
number of years," states Dr. 
Goldberg, “but I've been particu- 
larly saddened when I hear from 
some of my group members about 
their experiences as children. 
Whenever I see an overweight 
youngster now, I think, 'Poor kid, 
she must be so self-conscious.’ Or 
I think, 'If he continues to look 
like that, how's he going to get a 
date for his senior prom in a few 
years?’ The sad truth is that obesi- 
ty is a horrible experience for 
children, and 80 to 85% of these 
children stay fat throughout their 
lives." 

Dr. Goldberg took her experi- 
ence as a therapist with children 
and her understanding of adult 
weight problems and combined 
them to design WINNERS!, a 
group program for children ages 
6-11, "Groups are an ideal way for 
children to feel accepted and val- 
ued. When kids feel good about 
themselves, they can take the risk 
to try out new behaviors, Too 
often when parents are uncomfort- 
able or embarrassed about a 
child's problem, they end u nag- 
ging or criticizing. Then the child 
just digs in his heels and won't 
accept any suggestions orhelpful 
hints.’ Our emphasis in the group 
sessions will be on self-esteem 
and self-monitoring.” 

At the same time as their chil- 
dren are enrolled in WINNERS!, 
parents enroll in Parent 
Effectiveness Training, a 10-week

Dieting is not a part of the 
WINNERS! program, Dr. 
Goldberg emphasizes. "Putting a 
child on a diet makes her feel bad 
about herself and her body. It also 
makes her angry and ashamed. It 
teaches her that she cannot trust 
her own bodily signals and must 
look to an adult to monitor her 
personal habits. A diet is a move 
in the wrong direction if we want 
children to mature in a responsi- 
ble and self-reliant way." Dr 
Goldberg stops and smiles, "Most 
children cheat on dicts anyway.

Mystic Valley Elder Services 
seeks ombudsman volunteers 


Mystic Valley Elder Services is 
currently recruiting volunteers to 
provide problem-solving and 
mediation services to residents of 
local nursing/rest homes. The 
State Long Term Care Ombuds- 
tan Program ensures that these 
services are offered to the 1800 
local residents living in this 
region's 34 long-term care facili- 
ties. A winter training session for 
prospective volunteers has been 
scheduled for January 18 and 25 
at the Executive Office of Elder 
Affairs, Boston. 

Many nursing/rest home resi- 
dents lack the traditional support 
of family and friends. Through 
weekly visits to area nursing/rest 
homes, Ombudsmen volunteers 
give residents an opportunity to 
have their problems and concerns 
heard and addressed. They also 
serve as an additional support 
when regular channels inside the 
nursing/rest home do not seem 
adequate to resolve a problem. 

Ombudsmen receive certifica- 
tion and training through a 25- 
hour course presented by the 
Massachusetts Executive Office 
of Elder Affairs as well as ongo- 
ing training throughout the year. 
Volunteers are asked to give two 
to three hours per week to work as 
Ombudsmen visiting nursing/rest 
homes in one of the eight commu- 
nities served by Mystic Valley 
Elder Services (Everett, Maiden, 
Medford, Melrose, North 
Reading, Reading, Stoneham and 
Wakefield). There are currently 12 
ombudsmen working in the 
Mystic Valley program and addi- 
tional volunteers are needed 

The State Long Term Care 
Offibudsman Program was estab- 
lished to help nursing/rest home 
residents enhance the quality of 
their lives, care and environment, 
and to advocate for protection of 
their rights. The volunteer staff 
provides information and referral 
to-individuals about nursing/rest 
home admissions, financial! 
arrangements and other aspects of 
long-term care. State and federally 
mandated, the program is admin- 
istered by the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs, through 27 local 
organizations. Currently, there are 
more than 300 trained and certi- 
fied volunteers who regularly visit
